PANMUNJOM, Korea, May. 12 
(UP)—The Communists defied the 
United Nations today to break off 
the Korean armistice negotiations. 


They bitterly denounced the 
U.N.’s treatment of war prisoners 
and arrogantly served notice that 
they intend to use the daily ne- 
gotiating sessions as a sounding 
board for Red propaganda—un- 
less the Allies accept Communist 
truce terms or suspend the talks. 


V. Adm. C. Turner Joy, chief 
U.N. delegate, emerged in an 
angry mood from the conference 
tent after the 52-minute session. 
He said the Reds had poured a 
flood of “invective, distortions and 
palpable lies” on the Allied nego- 
tiators. 


Vicious Propaganda Blast. 


“We were subjected to one of 
the most vicious propaganda blasts 
we've ever had,” he said. “The 
Communists told us in effect that, 
unless we intend to disrupt the 
meetings, they would insist on 
meeting every day and would in 
effect use these meetings overtly 
for propaganda, although they did 
not use those words.” 

North Korean Lt. Gen. Nam I, 
reading from ¢£ prepared state- 
ment, made charges against the 
U.N. of inassacres, barbarous 
measures, blood-stealing, forced 
tattooing, maltreatment of prison- 
ers and insults. | 

Included in the long list of 
charges was a “serious protest” 
against an alleged straffing attack 
by four Allied planes against a 
prisoner of war camp at Kang- 
dong in North Korea. 

Nam said four U.N. prisoners 
were injured in a recent attack 
on the camp, the same one Com- 
munist negotiators asserted was 
bombed by Allied planes last 
January. 

U.N. to Investigate. 


The North Korean general for- 
mally requested that U.N. “insure 
against a recurrence of such inci- 
dents in the future.” Joy acknowl- 
edged the charge and said an 
appropriate investigation would 
be made. 

Then Joy shot back that it was 
“clear to the world that your in- 
tent in calling these meetings is 
one of propaganda, not one of 
achieving an armistice.” 

U.N. spokesman Brig. Gen. Wil 
liam P. Nuckols said the Reds 
apparently had new orders from 
the Communist high command to 
continue plenary sessions every 
day at any cost. 

He said indications were that 
the Reds were embarking on a 
“new phase to stalemate the 
armistice talks and at the same 
time use them as a sounding 
bogrd for a continuing propagan- 
da- campaign.” 

Joy informed the Communists 
that the U.N. does not intend to 
allow the truce meetings to be- 
come an instrument of propagan- 
da and that it “formally diasso- 
ciates” itself from such an. at- 
tempt. . 

Only One Issue Left. 


Only one issue still blocks a 
truce—arrangements for an ex- 
change of war prisoners. The Al- 
lies have offered to return 70,000 
Communist prisoners who say 
they would not forcibly resist 
repatriation in exchange for all 
12,000 Allied prisoners held by 
the Reds. The Communists de- 
mand the return also of 62,000 
prisoners who have renounced 
Communism. 

The deadlock was tightened by 
a Chinese government broadcast 
from Peiping warning that the 
Reds “‘can never accept” the U.N. 
proposal. It said there can be no 
truce until the Allies agree to re- 
lease all 132,000 prisoners. 

However, Joy has said that the 
U.N. proposal is “final and irre- 
vocable.” 

Nam II said any screening of 
prisoners was “impermissible” 
and in violation of the Geneva 
convention. 

Nam Il then took up the U.N. 
proposal to call what amounted 
to an indefinite recess until the 
Communists were ready with 
“something constructive.” 

“Does this mean,” he asked, 
“that you are prepared to break 
up the armistice talks? If you 
attempt to use an indefinite re- 
cess to coerce us to accept your 
unreasonable and unilateral pro- 
posal you will never achieve your 
aims. We firmly oppose an in- 
definite recess and insist that the 
plenary conference meet tomor- 
row at the usual time.”

RED RAIL NETWORK 
IN KOREA AGAIN 


Saturation Raids Aimed 
at Slowing Repairs — 
90 Tons Dropped on 
Huichon Bridge.

SEGUL, May 12 (AP)—United 
Nations warplanes today blasted 
the North Korean rail network 
with another of their new satura- 
tion bombings designed to make 
track repairs as tough as possible 
for the Reds. 


The Fifth Air Force said fight- 
er-bombers made 28 cuts in a 
short stretch on the vital Kang- 
gye-Sinanju line near Huichon in 
the northwest. Nine United States 
B-29s hit the Huichon rail bridge 
yesterday with 90 tons of bombs. 
Fighter-bombers cratered rails in 
more than 80 places on a small 
section south of Sunchon at the 
same time. 

The stretches of track are on 
main rail routes from Manchuria 
to the North Korean capital, Py- 
ongyang. 

In the last two weeks. U.N. 
warplanes have been concentrat- 
ing bombloads on short sections 
cf the main lines. This makes 
repair work more difficult for the 
Red track crews, who have been 
able overnight to repair cuts by 
only a few bombs. 

Marine Corsairs and Syoeee 
jets attacked Communist front 
lines today. The Air Force said 
they wrecked 16 bunkers and de- 
stroyed eight gun positions with 
explosives. 

An Eighth Army briefing offi- 
cer said a “rough little fight’ 
broke out yesterday when 15 
grenade-throwing Reds struck at 
a United Nations position north- 
east of Kumhwa on the central 
front. The Reds withdrew after 
a sharp, 20-minute fight. 

U.N. troops threw back three 
Red probes on the western front 
and six on the eastern front in 
the Mundung valley. 
The Eighth Army said it killed 
1149 Reds, wounded 1364 and 
captured 21 from May 1 through 
May 7. It was a drop of more 
than 400 casualties from the pre- 
vious week. 

U.N. warships bombarded Red 
supply areas, gun and troop posi- 
tions on both coasts of North Ko- 
rea Sunday. 

South Korean police said two 
of their men and one Communist 
guerrilla were killed Friday night 
when about 50 guerrillas attacked 
the town of Hamyang, 45 miles 
west of Pusan deep in South Ko- 
rea. Three civilians were kid- 
naped by the raiders and 10 homes 
and two warehouses destroyed by 


fire. 


ARMY NEWSPAPER 
ASSAILS SECRECY 
IN ‘DODD AFFAIR’ 


TOKYO, May 12 (UP)—Authori- 
ties who ordered the secrecy sur- 
rounding the capture and release 
of Brig. Gen. Francis T. Dodd by 
Red prisoners ‘were criticized 
sharply today by the Army news- 
paper Pacific Stars and Stripes. 

The article was written by a 
soldier correspondent, M-Sgt. Bill 
Fitzgerald, in Seoul. He called 
Dodd’s kidnaping a “blackeye for 
the United Nations in a dragging, 
dreary complication in the prog- 

f. the Panmunjom truce 
talks.” 

Fitzgerald called on the Army 
to make “a swift, clean show of 
the whole deal.” | 

“From the outset, the Gen. 
Dodd affair has been a fantastic 
mystery,” he said. “The Army 
by telling the whole story com- 
pletely and _quickly—within se- 
curity limits—might have _ pre- 
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vented a disagreeable crisis in its 
relations with the hard-working 
civilian press in Seoul.” 
Fitzgerald said the record of 
Dodd’s seizure and release was 
“one of utter confusion and con-

Thousands Cheer Speech. 

“This strip of itand is ours,” 
cried Tito to the cheers and chants 
of a crowd officially estimated at 
tens of thousands who had as- 
sembled for the unveiling of a 
monument to a fallen partisan 
hero. 

“We must now be very careful 
because we may be cheated,” he 
declared. ‘We retain the right to 
undertake necessary measures to 
assure our rights.” 

Tito attacked Italy’s “warmon- 
gering” designs on Yugoslav ter- 
ritory and predicted the Italians 
would not stop with claims on al] 
of Trieste. Both Yugoslavia and 
Italy claim the Adriatic territory, 
including the important port city 
of Trieste. 

Italians long have charged that 
Tito already has, in effect, an- 
nexed Zone B—comprising rocky 
farmlands, vineyards and small 
fishing villages.

Emergency Funds Voted 
After Army Engineer’s 
Plea for More’ Flood 
Control Money. | 


WASHINGTON, May 12 (UP) 
—The House Public Works Com- 
mittee today approved a bill for 
$35,000,000 in emergency funds 
to repair levees damaged by re- 
cent floods on the Missouri and 
Mississippi rivers. 

Brig. Gen. C, H. Chorpening, 
deputy chief of Army Engineers, 
told the committee that the Army 
already is overdrawn on funds 
for repairing flood control facili- 


ties. 

He said the repairs must be 
speeded in time to control high 
water expected in June. Chorpen- 
ing said the funds also would be 
needed for present floods in Utah 
and Nevada ‘and that “there is a 
serious threat on the Rio Grande 
and in California. We expect we 
are going to have trouble there 
this year.” 

He said recent floods made 
“unprecedented demands on our 
emergency funds” for repairs. 
Congress usually appropriates 
about $10,000,000 a year for that 
purpose, he said, 

Chorpening said that if dams at 
Garrison, N.D., at Oahe and Fort 
Randall, S.D., and at Gavins Point, 
Nebr., had been completed the 
recent Missouri river flood which 
threatened Omaha would not 
have happened. 

About $387,000,000 already has 
been appropriated over the years 
for those projects, he said, and 
another $414,000,000 will be need- 
ed-to complete them. Annual 
flood damage in the area runs 
from $75,000,000 to $100,000,000, 
he said. 

Chorpening testified that com- 
pletion of the four projects on 
the Missouri would “be felt all 
the way down” the river. He said 
if those dams were in operation 
the water flow at Omaha could 
have been held to 110,000 cubic 
feet per second in the recent 
flood when it reached 410,000 
cubic feet a second, The flow at 
Pierre, S.D., reached 428,000 feet 
a second, he said, but with the 
dams could have been cut to 
70,000. 

Chorpening said that 270 pri- 
vate levees need repairs and that 
damage from the recent flood ran 
to about $300,000,000. About 
$163,000,000 in damage was pre- 
vented by flood fighting efforts 
of the Army and other groups.

Elections in Wyoming 
and Rhode Island Be- 
gin Busy Political 
Week, 11 Other Ses- 
sions Are Scheduled. 


PROVIDENCE, R.I., May 12 
(AP)—The Rhode Island Republi- 
can convention overrode the wish- 
es of the State G.O.P. organization 
today and voted to give its eight 

votes in the national convention 
to Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower. 


WASHINGTON, May 12 (AP)— 
Both Senator Robert A. Taft of 
Ohio and Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower expect to win new national 
convention delegate votes today 
as Wyoming and Rhode Island 
Republicans meet in state con- 
ventions to select 20. 

Wyoming Democrats also are 
meeting to elect 10 delegates. 
Senator Estes Kefauver of Ten- 
nessee attended a pre-convention 
caucus last night before leaving 
for Denver today. 

Taft counted on picking up a 
majority of Wyoming’s 12 G.O.P. 
votes, but Eisenhower backers in 
Casper said “there'll be a hell of 
a fight” if G.O.P, leaders do not 
agree to a split giving at least 
five to the general. 

Eisenhower forces in Rhode 
Island were confident they would 
get most, if not all, of Rhode 

Island’s eight delegate votes to 
the Chicago convention. 


13 Conventions. 

As the busy political week got 
under way—13 conventions with 
166 delegate votes at stake—Taft 
had 343 votes and Eisenhower 290, 
according to an Associated Press 
tally based on delegates pledged, 
conceded, instructed, favorable, or 
willing to state a first ballot 
choice. 

Both G.O.P. contenders picked 
up new votes Saturday. Taft add- 
ed 11 and Eisenhower four as 86 
delegates were selected in party 
meetings in Nevada, Utah, Michi- 
gan, Missouri and Virginia. Re- 
publicans chose 24, Democrats 62, 
most of whom were uncommitted 
and uninstructed. ‘ 

Briefly, here is how the week- 
end delegate gathering shaped up: 

Missouri—Taft and Eisenhower 
picked up two delegates apiece 
and four were uncommitted in 
district meetings. 

Virginia—Two delegates for 
Taft were elected and two not 
yet tied down were said to be 
leaning toward Eisenhower. 

Nevada—Republicans chose 12 
uninstructed delegates. A _ poll 
showed seven for Taft, two for 
Eisenhower and three undecided. 
The Democrats picked a 10 vote 
delegation of 20 men and a poll 
of 16 of them showed seven for 
Senator Richard Russell of Geor- 
gia, ‘one each for Gov. Adlai 
Stevenson of Illinois and Senator 
Robert S. Kerr of Oklahoma and 
seven undecided. 


Williams Favorite Son. 
Michigan—A 40-vote Demo- 
cratic delegation was pledged to 
their Gov. G. Mennen Williams, 

as a favorite son candidate. 
Utah—A 12-vote Democratic 
delegation was chosen but none 
would express a preference to 
newspaper men. Favorable opin- 
jon was expressed for Kefauver, 
Kerr and Mutual Security Ad- 


ministrator Averell Harriman. 


The Wyoming and Rhode Is- 
land conventions touch off a po- 
litically-packed week with activity 
also scheduled in West Virginia, 
North Dakota, Vermont, Oregon 
and Hawaii. 

Tomorrow's West Virginia pri- 
maries will elect 20 Democratic 
and 16 G.O.P. delegates and 
North Dakota Democrats open a 
two-day convention to complete 
that state’s eight-vote delegation. 

Taft expects a runaway from 
former Gov. Harold E. Stassen of 
Minnesota in the popularity con- 
test in West Virginia and counts 
on getting most of the state’s 
delegates. But Eisenhower back- 
ers have urged voters to write 
“Tke” across the Taft-Stassen 
names although write-ins are not 
permitted and such votes cannot 
be counted legally. 

West Virginia also nominates 
candidates for Governor and 
United States Senator. 

Compromise Candidates. 

Stassen predicted Gov. Earl 
Warren of California would be 
the Republican compromise candi- 
date if a convention deadlock 
develops between Eisenhower and 
Taft. Stassen has said in recent 
months he considered himself the 
most likely compromise candidate.

In 
this connection the grand jury 
said: “Civil service was not 
created to keep unsatisfactory 
men in office at the expense of 
the taxpayers.” 


NATIONAL CITY LINES NETS 
$529,144 IN FIRST QUARTER 


National City Lines, Inc., of 
Chicago, which holds a controlling 
interest in St. Louis Publié Serv- 
ice Co., reported net income of 
$529,144 today for the first three 
months of 1952, compared with 
$576,152 for the corresponding 
period of 1951. 

The reported first-quarter net 
earnings are equivalent to 37 
cents a share, a 3-cent-a-share 
drop’ from the figue for the com- 
parable period last year. 
One-seventh of National City 
Lines income for 1951, before in- 
terest and income taxes, was in 
dividends it received from Pub- 
lic Service Co. The holding com- 
pany’s investment in the St. Louis 
concern represented only a twen- 
ty-fifth of the assets of National 
City Lines at the end of 1951, 


Five Yugoslavs Sentenced. 


BELGRADE, May 12 (AP) — 
Five Yugoslav newspaper men 
who confessed they supported the 
Cominform’s ouster of Premier 
Marshal Josip (Tito) Broz in 1948, 
were sentenced today to prison 
for terms ranging from five to 
eight years.

An announcement by Demo- 
cratic Senators Lister Hill and 
John Sparkman of Alabama that 
they would support Russell was 
interpreted as puncturing any 
boom for a Southern third party. 
Both Hill and Sparkman have 
fought since 1948 to keep their 
state in the party’s national fold.

Ellis Slack, acting head of the 
Justice Department’s tax division, 
who telephoned Judge Moore that 
a grand jury inquiry was unnec- 
essary, was questioned by the 
subcommittee in private sessions 
last week.

Frankfurter noted that Perlman 
took the position Congress had 
failed to pass legislation asked by 
the President to deal with situa- 
tions such as the steel case.

Perlman replied it could be in- 
ferred that Congress was content 
to let the action of the President 
stand. 

During the second session a 
court spokesman announced that 
the Justices had agreed to hear 
argument by counsel for the CIO 
Steel Workers.. This will follow 
arguments by attorneys for three 
railroad unions and probably will 
be given Tuesday afternoon. 

All of the approximately 300 
seats in the courtroom were occu- 
pied when the court convened at 
11 am. Would-be _ spectators 
formed in the corridors. The 
front-row seats were reserved for 
attorneys, members of Congress 
are other dignitaries. | 

The court's ruling, whenever it 
comes, will be of historic im- 
portance. 

But the big question—whether 
the President has inherent powers 
under the Constitution to seize 
strike-threatened private indus- 
tries in national emergencies— 
may go unanswered, The court 
could rule in any one of a number 
of ways without deciding. the mo- 
mentous constitutional issue. 

The court, which often spends an 
hour or more handing down opin- 
ions on Monday, disposed of this 
chore in a few moments today. 
That cleared the decks for about 
six hours of oral arguments on the 
steel dispute. 

The court may rule only on the 
narrow issue of the injunction it- 
self and not decide the broad 
problem of just how much unwrit- 


ten power a President has to meet 


Or, the 
whole case could be sent back to 
the lower court = sured argu- 
ments and findings. 

There was no indication when 
the Supreme Court would hand 
down its decision. It could be 
within days or not for months. 

Davis first sketched for the

Davis brought smiles to many 
in the courtroom when he ob- 
served at one point:

Davis referred to Secretary of 
Cofmmerce Sawyer’s operation of 
the mills as “authority which was 
attempted to be conveyed to him” 
by the President. 

Davis said the “most innocuous 
part” of Sawyer’s order notifying 
the industry of seizure was that 
part directing the flying of. the 
American flag at the mills. 

The Administration has _ indi- 
cated it hopes the court will de- 
cide the case without getting into 
the constitutional issue involved. 

In fact, the Department of Jus- 
tice argued that the issue before 
the court was whether, “in deal- 
ing with an immediate crisis 
gravely threatening the continu- 
ance of the production of perhaps 
the most essential commodity of 
our present civilization, the Pres- 
ident could take temporary action, 
of a type not prohibited by either 
the Constitution or the statutes, 
to avert the imminent threat... . 

“We believe that the solution 
does not require the pressing of 
juristic principles to ‘abstract ex- 
tremes.’” 

The brief concluded: “We have 
demonstrated the non-constitu- 
tional grounds which, we believe, 
compel reversal. When the con- 
stitutional question is reached, 
there is ample authority to sus- 
tain the President’s action.”

McCarthy touched off a new 
round of charges and counter.

was planned and executed by the | 
Reds “apparently to get a hostage | 
so they could make certain de- | 
mands in return for release of 
their prisoner.” 

Reporters and photographers | 
were permitted to visit Koje 
today for the first time since 
Dodd was seized, However, camp 
authorities said they would not 
answer any questions dealing 
with negotiations with Communist 
prisoners and other “security 
/matters.” But Raven described 
the capture in detail. 


Raven’s Story of Seizure. 


He said the trouble at Com- 
pound 76 actually started on 
Tuesday, the day before the Dodd 
kidnaping. A work detail of 
prisoners returning to the com-| F 
pound was seached and found to: —. 
have “contraband” which Raven| § 
listed as four watches, 18 new 
pencils, two rings, three tooth 
brushes and a cigarette lighter. 

He said the prisoners had sold 
clothing or toilet articles to island | 
residents and used the money to. 
buy the contraband. He said such 
exchanges were carried on by the 
prisoners and townspeople as the | 
r.O.W.s marched in long lines | 
through the villages. 

Raven said that when the for- 
bidden articles were taken the + 
work detail refused to go into | 
their compound. They agreed 
only when told that the articles 
would be returned and that Dodd 
the next day would come to talk 
to them. 

The next day at 2:30 p.m. Dodd 
went to the compound. He and 
Raven began talking with the pris- 
|oners through the barbed wire 
fence. The Red _ negotiators 
dragged out the talks, he said, 
until a work detail went through 
the main gate where the confer- 
ence was being held. 


Gate Open Several Minutes. 

The gate remained open several 
minutes. Raven said he and Dodd 
_were too engrossed in talking with 
the Reds to notice the gate. 

“Several prisoners moved over | 
to close the gate,” Raven said, | 
“and then they got behind us.” 

He said the Reds pushed him 
and Dodd and that ‘five were on 
me and at least 15 had hold of 
the general.” 

Raven said he saw Dodd strug- 
gling with his captors until the 
general disappeared behind a 
compound building. Raven him- 
self was busy fighting off his at- 
tackers. He finally kicked and 
fought free with the help of Capt. 
Joseph S. Hunter, Honolulu, who 
was in charge of Compound 76, 
and an American guard. 

He said the guard had to bayo- 
net one of the prisoners in the 
face to drive him away. 

As soon as he was grabbed 
Raven started yelling “get the 
infantry!” 

He said Infantry reinforcements 
were rushed to Compound 76 and 
that the enclosure was surrounded 
.and secured within 20 minutes. 

Minutes after the seizure the 
‘Communist prisoners were pa- 
rading around their compound, 
waving banners obviously pre- 
pared in advance. 

The banners were made from 

rain ponchos sewed together and 
were about 25 feet long and three 
feet wide.

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Air Force Party Finds Ocean 
14,150 Feet Deep at North Pole 


Expedition Leaves J ars on Ice Cap Contain- 
ing Scientific Notes and Asking 
Finders to Report Them. 


ANCHORAGE, Alaska, May 12! 


(AP)—The daring North Pole Air 
Force plane-landing party has un- 


covered more of the Artic’s se- 

crets.

, Some of Findings. 

: : These were some of the results: 

: + The wie of the ocean below 
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the ice was determined by a seis- 
mograph echo sounding at 14,150 
feet. Dr. Albert P. Crary and his 
assistant, Robert Cottell, of the 
Cambridge Research Center, 
Cambridge, Mass., bored a 10-foot 
hole in a thick ice floe and 
dropped two pounds of TNT and 
exploded it in the experiment. 

The spring thaw was opening 
great cracks in the pack ice 
forming the polar ice cap. M. Sgt. 
Edison Blair, Los Angeles, said 
new leads varying from a few feet 
to several hundred feet in width 
were opening on every side of the 
ice floe upon which the C-47 sat. 

It was only by sheer coinci- 
dence, Sgt. Blair reported, that 
such an area, roughly a half mile 
in size, was free from the pres- 
sure ridges at the geographcal 
pole. 


Cache Found on Flight. 


The Adm. Peary cache was 
found on one of the plane’s 
flights over the region. The plane

Original of “Windsor Forest’ in Vault Since 
1925 — English Professor 
Discovers It. 


The only known manuscript of 
Alexander Pope’s poem, “Windsor 
Forest,” has been discovered in 
the vault of Ridgely library at 
Washington University and will 
be published soon as one of the 
university’s studies in language 
and literature, the Post-Dispatch 
was told today. 

The manuscript, executed in 
England in Pope’s hand in 1712, 
was discovered by Robert M. 
Schmitz, associate professor of 
English at the university. It con- 
tains not only the 1712 version of 
the poem but interlinear correc- 
tions made by Pope in 19 differ- 
ent places. 

Tracing the history of the man- 
uscript, Schmitz said it has 
changed hands several times, once 
making a trip to India as the 
property of an English army 
officer. 

At an undetermined date it was 
acquired by the late W. K. Bixby, 


St. Louis industrialist and philan- 
thropist. The manuscript, wrapped 
with other items, was among 
about 100 items given to the uni- 
versity library from the Bixby 
collection in 1925. It has been 
collecting dust at the library since 
then. 

The manuscript is on printers’ 
foolscap, in folio, The pages are 
13 inches long and eight and one- 
half inches wide. Two of its 18 
pages are missing, and probably 
have been lost for more than 200 
years, Schmitz estimated. 

To his knowledge, Schmitz said, 
there remains only one major 
Pope manuscript, that of the 
“Dunciad,” still to be found. 

Discussing his find, Schmitz re- 
marked: “It was simply the dis-

Smith for Defense Cut.

Smith said In a Senate speech 
that even with a cut such as he 
proposed, the Defense Depart- 
ment would have $56,200,000,000 

i unexpended balances on June 
| Asserting that few economies 
can be made in non-defense 
| spending, Smith said that the De- 
partment of Defense once had rec- 
ommended a $42,700,000,000 mili- 
|tary budget — $8,200,000,000 less 
|than President Truman finally 
asked of Congress. 

“I believe it is significant that 
this combined staff apparently 
'felt it safe to propose a military 
budget so much lower than finally 
submitted to us,” he said. 

Smith said there are too many 
generals and admirals in the Pen- 
tagon, adding that there are “myr- 
iads of majors and lieutenant col- 
onels who are often doing work of 
a largely clerical nature.”

WASHINGTON, 
PRESS conference in Abilene, 
Kan., June 4 will furnish the 
answers to the gag that is 
sweeping America: “I like Ike but 
what does Ike like?” 

An Eisenhower manager recent- 
ly returned from Europe says that 
the press conference is planned 
to follow the dedication of the 
Eisenhower Foundation jn the 
general’s home town. It will be 
wide open, no holds barred, he 
promises. 


A press conference is also on 
schedule for Washington imme- 
diately following the general’s re- 
turn from Europe. It is designed, 
however, as his farewell to his 
NATO. assignment and will be 
confined, so far as he can control 
it, to the story of the North At 
lantic nations. | 

Since the Eisenhower «schedule 
calls for a pre-convention front- 
porch campaign in Denver, it ap- 
pears that there will not be many 
chances to see thé general in ac- 
tion before the Chicago show- 
down. The Abilene press confer- 
ence therefore looms as a crucial 
moment in his campaign. 

As might be expected, Gen. 
Eisenhower is getting all kinds of 
advice regarding his Abilene ap- 
pearance. His eastern managers, 
thinking of its impact upon the 
populous states of their section, 
want a show that will strike people 
there at the hour best calculated 
to hit their radio, television and 
newspaper deadlines. 

Others equally interested in an 
Eisenhower victory counsel that 
the Abilene story must avoid the 
synthetic, and be adapted to the 
Kansas scene in time and circum- 
stance. 

There is certainly great merit 
in their argument that the gen- 
eral’s best asset is his whole- 
some, unspoiled personality which 
has aroused an emotion of hope 
and confidence in the country un- 
seen since the early campaigns of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

The practical politicians also 
hark back to the Wendell Willkie 
éampaign which the present Eisen- 
hower boom so greatly resembles. 
They recall that public expecta- 
tions were built up to a great 
height following Willkie’s nomi- 
nation and that his first formal 
appearance thereafter at the oc- 
casion of his acceptance of the 
nomination at Elwood, Ind., was 
an anti-climax. They see in Eisen- 
hower’s Abilene show a parallel 
to Elwood and they are anxious 
that it should strike the right 
note. 

The truth is that, while intelli- 
gent arrangements are important, 
the final effect depends almost 
entirely upon the candidate him- 
self. A point is reached in every 
campaign, for nomination or elec- 
tion, at which everything hinges 
on what the candidate can get 
out of himself to persuade the 
people that he is their destined 
leader.

Incidentally, Thomas Jefferson, 
founder of Truman’s party, dis- 
agreed with Hamilton and Adams. 
Later, on becoming President, 
however, Jefferson followed their 
ideas by conducting war on the 
Barbary pirates. 

President Madison ordered 
Gen. Andrew Jackson to take 
over Florida without any okay 
from Congress.

PROPERTY SEIZED — Repub.

Lincoln, without any congres- 
sional permission, engineered the 
most sweeping seizure of private 
property in all American history 
—the emancipation proclamation. 
As far as actual legality was con- 
cerned, the freeing of hundreds 
of millions of dollars worth of 
slaves was highly questionable. 

Lincoln pushed the presidential 
power to its limits in other re- 
spects. He set up military com- 
missions to supersede the courts, 
suspended the writ of habeas 
corpus, and forcibly disbanded 
the Maryland Legislature. 


THE TWO ROOSEVELTS—

However, 
Teddy felt that the strike threat- 
ened the national welfare and 
that the coal operators, because 
of their obstinate anti-unionism, 
were responsible. So he _ sent 
word to J. P. Morgan that, if 
government proposals for settle- 
ment were not accepted, he would 
order federal troops to seize and 
operate the mines. 

J. P. Morgan persuaded the coal 
operators to yield. 

The Supreme Court will doubt- 
less examine some _ interesting 
precedents by Democrats, among 
them Andrew Jackson, who flout- 
ed the will of Congress regarding 
the Bank of the United States. 

Franklin D. Roosevelt several 
times ordered the seizure of 
strike-bound plants not only dur- 
ing the war, but prior to war. 
Most notable case came shortly 
before Pearl Harbor when he 
seized the North American Avia- 
tion plant in California after Com- 
munist sympathizers called a 
strike in the fall of 1940. 

Another drastic seizure by 
Roosevelt was the internment of 
more than 100,000 West Coast 
Japanese-Americans in 1942. 
Though most of them were 
American-born, Roosevelt rooted 
them up from the West Coast and 
sent them to internment camps 
in the Rocky Mountain states. 
Much of their property was left 
behind. He did this without an 
OK from Congress, though later 
the Supreme Court voted to up- 


clude many diverse elements— 
are able to persuade themselves 
that he stands for what they 
themselves believe.

An implication to the contrary, 
contained in a joint statement is- 
sued last week by the American 
Embassy and the Mutual Security 
Agency, is attributed here to pub- 
lic confusion as to precisely what 
was agreed to at Lisbon. 

Explanation of. Commitment. 

Referring to the latest request 
for aid, the statement said: “this 
request does not in any way af- 
fect the agreement with the 
French government with regard 
to its build-up goals for 1952 or 
to the fulfillment of these goals.” 

The sentence appeared to con- 
flict with the French position 
which is that without additional 
help production cutbacks would 
be necessary and the full equip- 
ment of 12 divisions by the end 
of the year impossible. |

000 before Juné 30. The French, 
for their part, accepted a commit- 
ment for the full year, and it was 
understood that difficulties aris- 
ing from it would be discussed 
at a later date, presumably when 
foreign aid funds for the next 
fiscal year were made available. 

It is against this background 
that France has applied for $485,- 
700,000 in extra assistance. When 
the negotiations begin, the United 
States will be uncommitted finan- 
cially and the French will be 
committed militarily to no more 
than they think they can ac- 
complish. 


AUSTRIA WON'T SIGN 
SEPARATELY WITH

Educational TV 
Likely to Take 
A Year to Start 


Only One Station 
Application on 


File— Others Ex- 


pected Soon. 


WASHINGTON, May 12 (UP). 

T MAY be at least a year before 
he non-commercial, education- 

al television stations are in 
operation, it was disclosed yester- 
day. 

In ending its TV “freeze” a 
month ago, the Federal Com- 
munications, Commission set aside 
242 channels for educational pur- 
poses. Thus far it has only one 
educational application on file— 
from the Lindsey Hopkins Voca- 
tional School of Miami, Fla. 

The Joint Committee on Educa- 
tional Television reported, how- 
ever, that nearly 20 other appli- 
cations will be filed in the near 
future. Even the Miami school 
must file a new application to 
take advantage of the channel re- 
served for non-commercial use in 
its area. 

17 Groups Plan Stations. 

Ralph Steetle, executive direc- 
tor of the joint committee, said 
17 applications are being com- 
pleted by groups throughout the 
nation and will be filed soon. 

The Ford Foundation has grant- 
ed the joint committee $145,000 


from its adult education fund to 
aid the group in its work of as- 
sisting institutions to obtain TV 
channels. 


Steetle said his group also will | 


help form co-operative groups of 
educational institutions for use of 
a single channel, thus cutting 
costs. 

For example, he said, 20 insti- 
tutions are combining in Detroit. 
Other joint efforts are under way 
in Connecticut, California and 
New Jersey. New York, New Jer- 
sey and Connecticut @re planning 
statewide educational TV opera- 


tions. 
Effort in St. Louis. 

Steetle said other co-operative 
efforts are under way in St. Louis, 
Los Angeles, Champaign-Urbana, 
Ill., Houston, Tex., Detroit, Bos- 
ton, Chicago, Pittsburgh, Milwau- 
kee, East Lansing, Mich., and the 
San Francisco bay area. 

One of the big drawbacks, he 
said, is lack of income from com- 
mercially-sponsored programs. 

Steetle said that educators plan 
wide use of kinescope (film re- 
cordings of “live” programs) on 
their stations. In this way, he 
said, cultural contributions of one 
area of the country can be made 
available to all sections. This 
system also Will cut the costs of 
operating stations.

Recommendations Listed. 

Specific recommendations are: 

That a shelter area above 
the ground floor and below the 
top, preferably a central corri- 
dor with permanent walls on 
both sides be designated as the 
shelter area, Alternatively, 
basements, well below’. the 
ground level and not contain- 
ing, in shelter areas, heating 
plants, electrical distribution 
equipment, or similar hazards 
may be used. 


Each class should be assigned 

| to a specific area in the shel- 

ter. Drinking water and toilet 
facilities should be available. 

Teachers, older students, and 
all available school employes, 
including members of the cus- 
todial staff should be trained 
in fire fighting, warden serv- 
ices, stretcher bearing and first 
aid. 

All equipment now in the 
schools, such as portable fire 
extinguishers, ladders, axes and 
crowbars, should be inventoried 
and kept in readiness for rescue 
work. 

Nonessential inflammable ma- 
terials should be removed. And 
so should such things as chairs 
and boxes that would interfere 
with the free passage to shelter 
areas. 

The booklet stresses the impor- 
tance of frequent air raid and 
fire drills, pointing out that train- 
ing at the top is of little value 
unless its benefits are passed 
down through the entire school.

Should there be such an emergenoy each school probably will 
have to safeguard its own children without reliance on whatever 
over-all protection the community may have at its disposal, CDA 


let is titled “Civil Defense -in 
Schools.” 

It recommends that in air raid 
drills pupils should be thoroughly 
instructed in the principles of 
“Duck and Cover,” another CDA 
manual. 

In that manual it is recom- 
mended that if there is no ad- 
vance warning of an atomic ate 
tack, everyone should drop to the 
floor immediately, facing away 
from windows, and taking cover 
under desks or tables. In the 
event there is a warning, the pro- 
cedure for getting to assigned 
shelter areas quietly and in 
orderly fashion is outlined. 

“Civil Defense in Schools” rec- 
ommends that all teachers be 
equipped with flashlights, and 
roll books to enable them to ac- 
count for all pupils under their 
charge. It proposes also that 
teachers should devise simple 
means of keeping the minds of 
their pupils occupied in shelter 
areas to reduce fear and panic. 

School alarm signals should be 
standarized to conform as closely 
as possible with the alarm signals 
of the community, CDA recom- 
mends.

Washington University has taken a step im- 
portant for itself,~for the community of St. 
Louis of which the university is a very influen- 
tial part and for the state of Missouri. 

Indeed this step, which is the decision of 
its Board of Directors to end all racial discrimi- 
nation in the admission of students, is one which 
is particularly significant just now in the matter 
of our country’s world relations. 

The present administration, faculty and stu- 
dents of Washington University know too well 
that it has been a handicap for the university 
to present itself as a serious center in the search 
for truth while at the same time it denied a 
part in that vital search to qualified members of 
its own community. Washington University psy- 
chologically and in every other way will be 
better because its governing body has opened the 
door to ‘all who are qualified to enter. To their 
credit, the editors of Washington University’s 
Student Life foresaw this and -campaigned ef-, 
fectivély. 

* * 

The long-term value of the decision to the 
St. Louis area can hardly be overstated. So long 
as Washington University kept the door closed 
to qualified Negroes it could not do its part in 
bringing about the better St. Louis of the future. 


The 1950 census figures showed the Negro “ 


population of St. Louis as 18 per cent of all 
the city’s inhabitants. But if one St. Louisan in 
five is now a Negro, the more significant fact is 
that while the white population within St. Louis 
decreased .6 per cent between 1940 and 1950, 
the Negro population increased 41.4 per cent. 

In short the Negro population increased by 
almost half in a decade which showed a net loss 
for the white population. 

One meaning of these figures is as plain as 
day. The educational system in St. Louis from 
the first grade through the graduate schools of 
the universities must do as much as possible to 
educate Negroes who will be qualified to help 
lead St. Louis on the road to progress and away 
from the decay which is only too evident in all 
too many places. St. Louis needs more and 
better Negro social workers, physicians, dentists, 
business men and leaders in other fields and 
just plain citizens which Washington University 
can now do much to provide. ; 

As for the importance of this decision to Mis- 
souri as a whole, that too is not likely to be 
overemphasized. For Missouri, in its tax-sup- 
ported system of higher education, has lagged 
behind many Southern states. Now that both 
St. Louis University and Washington University, 
private institutions, admit Negroes to all classes, 
the University of Missouri at Columbia, the 
School of Mines at Rolla and the State Colleges 
at Kirksville, Warrensburg, Springfield, Cape 
Girardeau and Maryville will be under new im- 
petus to end their outmoded discrimination. 

* 7 * * 

The importance nationally will be appreciated 
perhaps most of all by the State Department 
staff members who provide the programs for 
the Voice of America broadcasts. As they know 
so well, racial discrimination in the United 
States raises doubt in the minds of the peoples 
of India and Africa and Burma and China and 
elsewhere in the Orient and Middle East as to 
the sincerity of Americans when they present 
democracy as a way of life for the depressed 
nations of the world. Everything we do to re- 
move discrimination gives that much more real- 
ity to our own Bill of Rights. 

Chancellor Compton can always take satisfac- 
tion in knowing that this act of justice and 
devotion to democratic principles of education 
occurred while he was head of Washington “ 
University. He would be the first, we believe, to 
credit not only the directors, but such faculty 
men as Frank J. Bruno, Stuart A. Queen, Ben- 
jamin E. Youngdahl, Arno J. Haack and others 
for their part in opening the way to a better 
St. Louis. 
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Footnote to the City Budget 

The St. Louis Fire Department is in a bad way 
for hose. Just. about 40 per cent of its 121,000 
feet of water line is more than 10 years old. 
Hose of that vintage is not considered safe or 
dependable, since it is likely to burst under 
pressure. 

In the past, the department replaced hose 
after five years of usage on the theory that it 
was better to be safe than sorry. But hose was 
almost impossible to obtain during World War 
II. Since then, the city’s financial plight has been 
such that the department has been losing ground 
in its fight to replace old hose with new. 

Unhappily, the department is almost sure to 
continue losing ground in this fiscal year unless 
the Board of Estimate and Apportionment takes 
a hand. Under the proposed city budget, the 
Fire Department would be allocated $4,249,150, 
of which all but $149,150 would be for salaries. 
The total appropriation is even less than the 
department spent last year. 

City budget-making was anything but a sine- 
cure for those officials concerned with it. Expen- 
ditures of city departments had to be slashed by 
some $700,000 because of increased demands 
for funds by state-controlled departments fi- 
nanced by the city. Were it not for the promise 
of the earnings tax, the problem would have 
been even more difficult. 

Admittedly, budget officials have had to make 
some hard decisions. But the Fire Department 
supplies a basic protection to all citizens, and 
hose is its most essential tool, Funds for replace- 
ment of at least half of the department’s old and 
weary water lines ought to have a high priority. 
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Labor Splits on Seizure 

As the Supreme Court considers the question 
of presidential power to seize the steel industry, 
it has before it sharply divergent views of two 
labor groups. 

The steel workers vigorously uphold the Presi- 
dent’s seizure of the steel industry, but the rail- 
road workers just as vigorously oppose it. The 
railroad workers are asking the court to set 
aside the seizure under which they have been 
working nominally for the Government since 
1950. They argue that the President has no 
power to seize either steel or railroads. 

The steel workers are in favor of seizure be- 
cause they see in it a way of obtaining a wage 
increase to which they consider themselves en- 


. titled. The railroad workers are against seizure 


because in their case Government control has 
prevented them from obtaining a wage increase 
to which they consider themselves entitled. — 

In the steel case, it was the companies which 
rejected the recommendations of a Government 
board. In the railroad case, it was the unions 
which rejected such recommendations, as insuf- 
ficient. 

The two cases differ in one important respect, 
in that the railroad seizure took place under a 
statute. But it would seem clear that if a seizure 
is. valid, whether because of a statute or because 
of the President’s inherent powers, the Presi- 
dent's power to fix wages must be the same in 
either case. In other words, if the President can

give the steel workers the raise they want, he | 


can also give -the railroad workers the raise 
they do not want. 

It is possible, of course, that the court would 
uphold the power of seizure but restrict the 
power to change the terms of employment with- 
out consent of the parties. In that case the steel 
workers might find themselves in the same situ- 
ation of the railroad workers—working for the 
Government at frozen wage rates. 
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Gains of a Divided Party 


Having scored sensational victories in the 
county council electionsin Great Britain’s larger 
cities last month, the Labor party is now repeat- 
ing the performance in the rural county contests. 
These successes are so widespread that they 
cannot be written off as just local affairs. It is 
generally admitted that, were national elections 
to be held now, Labor would win—and by a 
margin perhaps even more decisive than the 
one which turned out Winston Churchill in 1945. 

Ordinarily, this might be welcomed as an end 
to the narrow and, therefore, indecisive control 
of the present Conservative Government and the 
even more insecure margin of the previous Labor 
Government in the House of Commons. Demo- 
cratic rule cannot be at its most vigorous when 
it rests on so slight a mandate. 

Yet it is doubtful whether a return to power 
by Labor in the near future would be a boon 
to Britain. The trouble is that the party is now 
so seriously divided that a new Labor Govern- 
ment might have a$ much difficulty with its own 
dissidents as with the Tory opposition. Most of 
the evidence indicates that Aneurin Bevan, the 
leader of the Laborite rebels, has enhanced his 
influence since the turn-out of the Attlee Gov- 
ernment. So, before making a new bid for power, 


' the party ought to make a choice between the 


Bevan policies and those worked out by Clement 
Attlee and the more conservative Laborites. 

The United States is most concerned with 
British foreign policy. In this field, few differ- 
ences have developed between the Churchill re- 
gime and that of Mr. Attlee. Mr. Churchill has 
accepted the Attlee program of rearming for the 
co-operative defense of the West, only slowing 
down the tempo of the program in accord with 
economic necessities. A Bevan-influenced Labor 
Government, however, might make some drastic 
changes. While Bevan is anything but pro-Com- 
munist, he believes that the military threat of 
Communism has been exaggerated and that Com- 
munism can be more effectively checked by so- 
cial services than by guns and planes, 

Actually, there is little prospect of an immedi- 
ate challenge to the Churchill Government. For 
the time being, it seems able to survive a test 
of confidence; and few Labor leaders are calling 
for new elections. No doubt, the Prime Minister 
and his associates will take note of the way the 
local elections are going against their party. Ef- 
forts probably will made to mollify the voters’ 
discontent. 

Meanwhile, the Laborites had better reform 
their own ranks. If they are to return to effective 
power, they will have to be more than just the 
beneficiaries of the election-indicated dissatisfac- 
tion with the Conservatives. 
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Best Bargain 

There is no bigger bargain in St. Louis than 
the Junior Chamber of Commerce is offering 
to automobile owners this week through Friday. 
A service which may be worth anywhere from 
several dollars to several lives is being offered 
free. Brakes, wheel alignment, running lights and 
windshield wipers will be inspected by mechan- 
ics for motorists who present their cars on Thir- 
teenth street between Market and Chestnut any 
time from 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. 

As the chamber says, one in three automo- 
biles has some safety defect of a kind which is 
often the cause of serious accidents. It is to 
detect these defects, so that car owners can have 
them corrected, that the free inspections are 
offered. We hope the junior chamber’s me- 
chanics will have all the bargain-hunters they 
can handle. 


Making It Easy to Vote 

The November election is still rather far in 
the future. ‘The Missouri primary does not come 
until August. Still it seems that St. Louisans 
are inordinately disinterested in voting. A sur- 
vey by the Citizens’ Committee for More Votes 
shows that out of an estimated 624,800 potential 
voters in the city, only 370,658 are registered. 
In the county, 120,523 potential voters are not 
registered. That makes a community-wide total 
of 374,665 not on the books. 

These are figures which make people in the 
world’s ether democracies wonder about the 
United States. In England, for example, it is 
common for 85 per cent or more of the electorate 
to go to the polls. “Backward” India in its first 
elections set an even better record. 

It is not difficult to become a registered voter. 
A St. Louisan can go to the office of the Board 
of Election Commissioners, 208 South Twelfth, 
any time before July 12 when the books will be 
closed for the August primary. The county 
election board has its offices’ in the Clayton 
courthouse. Its books will be closed June 30, 
but a special opportunity will be given to reg- 
ister in all county precinct polling places next 
Thursday. A similar opportunity will be afford- 
ed in the city on June 5. Things could hardly be 
made easier. 

Will those concerned take advantage of these 
opportunities to have really representative voting 
here in this presidential election year? 
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A Better Way Than Protest 


The Citizens’ Committee for the Hoover Re- 
port is doing a splendid job, we think, in keep- 
ing its eye—and the public’s—on the ball. 

As reforms recommended by the Commission 
on Organization of the Executive Branch of the 
Government are. brought up in Congress, the 
committee makes it its business to inform the 
public about them and urge support. What is 
concerning the committee at present is legisla- 
tion to improve the methods of examining and 
hiring persons for federal employment. 

Making Government officials more account- 
able for their responsibilities, and giving them 
the authority to do a more responsible job, are 
among the basic purposes of the bill. 

Agency heads would be allowed to select a 
new employe from among five candidates certi- 
fied by Civil Service, instead of three as at pres- 
ent. The extra points given to veterans would 
not apply until the veteran had earned a passing 
grade for himself—which would curb the hiring 
of incompetent candidates because they happen 
to be veterans. Injustices in veterans’ prefer- 
ences would be corrected. 

These are sensible reforms, some in the name 
of efficiency, some in the name of justice, and 


a few in the names of both. The bill was drafted. 


and is sponsored by the Hoover commission. It 
passed the Senate as long ago as last October.

After accepting jurisdiction of the steel 
case, the Supreme Court instantly rendered 
one decision which for the present drasti- 
cally reduces the President’s power to op- 
erate the steel industry any way he sees fit. 


The stern and quick verdict of the high- 
est court, with all nine justices participat- 
ing and without a single dissent, rules that 
the President must not use Government 
seizure of private industry as a means of 
imposing new wage and working conditions 
upon management 
pending the court’s 
decision on the case. 

The Supreme 
Court's verdict. has 
these immediate con- 
sequences: 

It means that in 
the interim the steel 
industry cannot be 
forced by the execu- 
tive branch of the 
Government to ac- 
cept against its will 
contract terms with the union. 

It tends to equalize, for the present, the 
conditions under which collective bargain- 
ing can proceed. 

It provides a new incentive to both sides 
to reach a settlement by agreement. The 
union has nothing to gain by continued 
Government operation, industry has every 


reason to want to get its property into its 
own hands, and neither would like a court 


decision favorable to the other.

Three Precedents Cited 


Finally, whatever the Supreme Court 
may find as to the President’s constitution- 
al right to seize private industfy in time of 
emergency, it already has radically cut 


back the theory that the President has un- 
unlimited “reserve” or inherent executive 


power to take any action he wishes in time 
of emergency. 

How President Truman ever reached the 
conclusion that the executive possesses 
such vast, unspecified powers is hard to 
comprehend. But a recent White House 
press conference did disclose some of the 
detours of his thinking. 

Mr. Truman was outlining to us what 


he deemed to be historieal precedents for 
his seizure of the steel mills. As examples 
of the use of presidential power—inde- 
pendent of the power of Congress—he 
cited President Jefferson’s buying of the 
Loujsiana Territory from France, the an- 
nexation of Texas by Presidents Tyler and 
Polk, and President Johnson's purchase of 
Alaska from Russia. 

In not a single one of these actions does 
history support the theory of “inherent 
executive power.” Mr. Truman cited only 
half the facts. The facts which Mr. Tru- 
man omitted have been usefully brought 
into focus by Irving Brant, the distin- 
guished biographer of James Madison, and 
they are these: 


Congress Had a Hand 


On buying Louisiana Territory—Jeffer- 
son asked Congress to act with him. Con- 
gress then made a secret appropriation of 
$2,000,000. The Senate confirmed Jeffer- 
son's envoy. After the treaty with France 
was Signed, the Senate ratified it, and lat- 
er Congress appropriated the balance of 
the purchase price. 


On annexing Texas—The United States 
had at first joined with Britain, France, 
and Belgium in recognizing Texas as an 
independent nation. In 1845 Congress by 
joint action of both Houses, signed by the 
President, invited Texas to come into the 
Union. Texas accepted and Congress con- 
ferred statehood. 


On purchasing Alaska—After President 
Johnson had negotiated—since treaty nego- 
tiation is vested in the President by the 
Constitution—a treaty of cession with Rus- 
sia, this treaty was submitted to the Senate 
and ratified before it became binding. Con- 
gress made the necessary appropriation. 

Nothing which Mr, Truman said at his 
press conference about these “precedents” 
was inaccurate. But he cited them as in- 
stances of “inherent executive power,” 
when a fuller look at history shows that 
they are examples of presidential initiative 
undertaken in co-operation with Congress 
and ratified by the Senate. They do not 
demonstrate that the President has unlim- 
ited reserve powers,

Japan came back into the family of na- 
tions free and independent—and at the 
homecoming of the prodigal, at least one 
of the family wore a worried look. 

Britain was pondering over the price yet 
to be paid by the free world for its open- 
handed benevolence in handing over full 
and unrestricted sovereignty to totally de- 
feated Japan—benevolence dictated by the 
free world’s necessitous desire to keep 
Japan out of the Communist orbit. 

Britain is already paying her share of 
the bill in sharp, economic competition. 
Japan is cutting deeply and steadily into 
British export markets, In textiles, for 
instance, Japan has steadily developed 
trade that now makes her the world’s lead- 
ing exporter of piece goods. In textile- 
producing Lancashire, meanwhile, spindles 
became idle and British workers were 
out of jobs. 


Not only in textiles is the pinch being’ 


felt. Japan is sending trade missions into 
Southern Asia, into Latin America, into 
established British markets, to arrange 
exports of steel, porcelains, machinery, 
ships. Unbothered by the exigencies of 
defense production, Japan is guaranteeing 
delivery where Britain cannot. 

The British are facing squarely up to 


, 


their dilemma; they are conceding that 
while they must export or die, so must 
Japan. They are lamenting the fact, while 
accepting it, that economic distress in 
Japan would in all probability bring anti- 
American, Pan-Asian propaganda, followed 
by a 180-degree swing toward Moscow. 

One need only recall-the prewar preva- 
lence of the “Made in Japan” label -to 
realize that sooner or later Japanese ex- 
porters are going to move into American 
markets. Already, Japanese fish products 
are competing with our own fish products 
on our own grounds. Japanese merchant 
ships are carrying increasing tonnage. Silk 
will doubtless plug up some of the nylon: 
outlets. 

At this moment of Japan’s return, it 
should not be amiss for us to reflect that 
it is going to cost us, too, a certain price 
to maintain a prosperous Japan, and there- 
by a free Japan, and a Japan that is on our 
side in the world struggle.

Tales from Yorkshire 


PANORAMA, by Phyllis (The 

Co., 287 pgs., $2.50.) 

These seven stories of the West Riding 
textile region of Yorkshire are arranged 
in chronological order. Set in 1592, the 
first concerns a feud between two families 
of wood producers and clothmakers. Aside 
from being a sturdy and absorbing tale, 
it throws much light on the economy and 
industry of the period. “The Sun and the 
Hedge,” longest of the narratives, relates 
incidents of the Civil War between Parlia- 
ment and the Royalists, and the long 
period of confusion that followed it. 

The stories move down in history and 
also in quality. Miss Bentley offers a styl- 
istic treat by narrating each episode in a 
manner distinctive of its period, and this 
causes “Great Lady” (1771) to be windy 
and tedious. The final story, however, is 
an engrossing and very touching account 
of efforts of a partly disabled veteran to 
live a normally comfortable life in spite 
of austerity regulations. 

For all Miss Bentley’s stylistic dexterity, 
already mentioned, and her skill in detail- 
ing economic and social aspects of West 
Riding through the centuries, “Panorama” 
is not a spectacular effort: just competent, 
substantial, homespun fiction. Its appear- 
ance in this country, while a tribute to the 
prominence the author has achieved with 
15 novels and short-story collections and 
six non-fiction works, is also a by-product 
of the Anglo-American structure of the 
Macmillan company which enables it to 
print books economically in Great Britain 
and distribute the same edition there and 
in America.

ACH year I have pointed out that the unchecked growth 
of big business in industry would surely lead to the growth 
of big labor organizations and then to the establishment 


of big government agencies in order to deal with them. 


“It has been my profound con- 
viction that, through this route, 
monopoly in industry will lead 
inexorably to some f 


- lectivism in the 


United States 
and thus to the 
disappearance of 
Gur economic 
liberties and pol- 
itical rights.” 
Those are the 
words of Sena- 
tor Estes Kefau- 
ver spoken on 
July 16, 1947, 
when he was a 
member of the 
House. They il+ 
lustrate a phase of Kefauver’s 
career that belies the widespread 
myth of an amiable and pictur- 
esque Tennessean who just hap- 
pens to want to be President. 


Throughout his service in Con- 
gress, Kefauver has persistently 
and efectively fought the growth 
of monopoly. He has done this 
on the realistic basis that if you 
get monopoly in one field, and 
with it powers greater than those 
of government itself, then you are 
— to get it in other fields,

The speech from which the par- 
agraph above was taken was made 
by the earnest young Congress- 
man from Tennessee shortly after 
the Taft-Hartley Act had been 
passed over President Truman’s 
veto. Sure, said Kefauver, monop- 
oly’ exists in the labor move- 
ment.

Monopoly in Industry. 


“We have passed a bill to do 
something about the problem of 
monopoly in labor,” he went on. 
“But I think we need to regain 
our perspective. Monopoly in in- 
dustry is by far the more serious 
problem. Monopoly in industry 
long preceded the emergence of 
large labor organizations; in fact, 
it is the very existence of giant 
industrial corporations which has 
made almost inevitable the devel- 
opment of large labor organiza- 
tions and, in turn, of big govern- 
ment agencies to deal with them.” 


Beginning in 1945, Kefauver 
worked to plug a loophole in the 
Clayton Anti-Trust Act. The law 
as passed in 1914 gave the Federal 
Trade Commission the power to 
prevent monopolistic mergers 
through one company acquiring 
the stock of another company. 


But it did not prohibit big com- 


| panies from gobbling up the as-

Understandable Opposition. 


The basing-point system has 
been a cherished goal of big in- 
dustry for years. Those opposing 
it have won the implacable hostil- 
ity of some of the most powerful 
interests in this country: 

That they should encourage the 
belief that Kefauver is a slightly 
comic fellow in a coonskin cap 
is not surprising. But that this 
view should find acceptance 
among those who are sometimes 
derisively called “professional li- 
berals” is hard to understand. 
For the most part this group has 
stood aside as Kefauver has made 
his remarkable sweep in one 
statewide primary after another. 

This reporter asked one of 
Kefauver’s young and enthusias- 
tic backers how he explained the 
phenomenon of the liberals’ aloof- 
ness. His explanation deserves to 
be quoted: 

“Don’t you understand? The 
reason is that he doesn’t look like 
an intellectual. You can’t see him 
on the cocktail circuit with a mar- 
tini in his hand, He looks just 
like what he is—a big shambling 
fellow from Tennessee who hap- 
pens to have brains and convic- 
tions and ability.” 


Earnest Convictions. 


In state after state, Kefauver 
has been talking about those con- 
victions which square with a good 
bit of the New Deal-Fair Deal 
program. He has been talking 
about the threat to our basic free- 
doms inherent in the narrowing 
down of control both in labor and 
in industry and the corresponding 
narrowing down of opportunity. 
He talks about them with the 
same simple earnestness that has 
characterized his long and per- 
sistent struggle against monopoly.

NEW FAITH HOSPITAL 
DEDICATION SERVICES 


Scott R. De Kins Praises 
Method of Financing 
$1,200,000 Institution. 


Dedication ceremonies for the 
new Faith Hospital, Kingshighway 


and Labadie avenue, were held 
yesterday. The three-story struc- 
ture is the first entirely new Gen- 
eral hospital built in St. Louis 
since 1933. 

Dr. A. J. Signorelli, medical di- 
rector and founder of the hos- 
pital, presided at the ceremonies, 
which were followed by an open 
house. Rain interrupted the cere- 
monies, which were continued in- 
doors. 

Faith Hospital is a non-profit, 
non-sectarian institution. It will 
open with .a 60-bed capacity, 
which will be expanded later to 
include 200 beds and 40 bassinets. 
Cost of construction, including 
equipment, was $1,200,000. Plans 
call for eventual construction of 
a six-story building. 

Patients’ rooms have insulated 
glass and are color-designed to 
promote convalescence. Other 
features include: Oxygen piped 
directly to patient’s bedside; a 
new patient-to-nurse direct com- 
munication system; an operating 
room equipped with television 
enabling observers to get an ade- 
quate view without entering the 
room, and a post-operative recov- 
ery room. 

In the principal talk at the 
dedication, Scott R. DeKins, vice- 
president of the St. Louis Cham- 
ber of Commerce, praised the 
method by which the hospital was 
financed, pointing out that 20- 
year, 1-per-cent, first-mortgage 
negotiable bonds were issued. 

“Friends of the hospital have 
been given the opportunity to in- 
vest in bonds for which they will 
eventually be repaid,” DeKins 
said. “There have been many hos- 
pitals built in St. Louis but this 
is the first time that this sound 
method has been used. 

“T have been unable to find any 
record of any petition going to 
the Federal Government for 
money for this project.” 

The older Faith Hospital at 2800 
North Taylor avenue will be con- 
tinued in service to handle med- 
ical and maternity cases. 

Hospitals in the St. Louis area 
observed National Hospital Day 
today, adopting the slogan of the 
American Hospital Association: 
“Your hospital is the most im- 
portant building in town.”

‘Ruhemann, consultant restorer 
for London’s National Gallery and 
one of the world’s outstanding 
authorities on forged paintings, 
will give a free public illustrated 
lecture today at 8 p.m. at the City 
Art Museum in Forest Park. His 
topic is “Adventures in Scientific 
Ar Detection.” 

ough the advance of science 
is steadily making it more diffi- 
cult for the forger to ply his 
trade, thousands of fakes flow 
through the art market each year, 
he said. 

“The forger,” he explained, “is 
a crafty criminal who keeps 
abreast of the latest methods of 
detection, just as modern thieves 
use gloves to thwart fingerprint 
experts. 

“Use of modern paint can be 
ascertained because it dissolves in 
certain agents that don’t affect 
centuries-old materials; so the late 
Han van Meegeren, who realized 
millions from his fake Vermeers, 
made the mistake — one of his 
many—of using a plastic that 
wouldn’t dissolve at all. 

“Van Meegeren succeeded for 
a time because he operated dur- 
ing the excitement that preceded 
and accompanied the German oc- 
cupation of Holland in World 
War II, when the Dutch were 
hastily buying up any possible 
national treasures to prevent N 
zis from getting them. : 

“Authentic Vermeers were then 
hidden, making the usual careful 
comparisons impossible. Most 
fakes are so inept that almost any 
critic can detect them. Even Van 
Meegeren’s would have been re- 
vealed had three kinds of special- 
ists studied them conscientiously. 
“These three are the art schol- 
ar, historian or style critic; the 
scientist, including the chemist 
and physicist, and the paint tech- 
nologist, the restorer, who studies 
the methods and materials of the 
masters.” 

Ruhemann falls into the thir® 
category but is conversant with 
the other specialists’ fields. “Ab- 
solute rubbish!” he said, in com- 
ment on a new, reportedly sub- 
sidized book that attempts to de- 
fend the Van M@egeren works as 
genuine, 

Though not involved in the Van 
Meegeren controversy, Ruhemann 
explained he was disturbed by the 
continuing effort “to perpetuate 
false standards of quality and 
beauty.” He is in almost complete 
agreement with Paul B. Core- 
mans, Belgian expert who lectured 
here after helping to prove in 
court that Van Meegeren was no 
traitor—on. the ground he had 
sold only fakes to Nazis. 
Ruhemann differs with the high 
estimate Coremans places on Van 
Meegeren’s first and best fake. 
“Between any fake and a master- 
piece there is a great and readily 
eT, gulf,” Ruhemann 
said. 

The visitor, who financed his 
own art training through portrait 
commissions begun when he was 
13 years old, has lectured on for- 
gery detection at Britain’s major 
art schools. His hobby is collect- 
ing good fakes, which he uses for 
purposes of instruction. 

Until he retired last year, he 
was in charge of the London Uni- 
versity Courtauld Institute of’ Art 
technology department, No one 
there now is continuing his spe- 
cialized research and teaching. 
For reasons of economy, Harvard 
University’s Fogg Museum of Art 
has discontinued a similar de- 
partment. And so, Ruhemann la- 
mented, no such instruction is 
now available at any university 
in the world.

Criticizes U. §. Publications 
for Comments on Freedom 
of Religion. 


MADRID, May 12 (UP)—The 
weekly Spanish Catholic Action 
magazine Ecclesia has criticized 
two American Catholic publica- 
tions for their editorial comments 
on freedom of religion in Spain. 

The magazine charged that 
America, a weekly publication 
edited by the Jesuit order in New 


York and the Indiana Catholic and 
Record had “incurred real doc- 
trinal errors contrary to papal 
encyclicals.” 

The editorial comment by the 
two American publications was in 
connection with the March 15 pas- 
toral letter by Cardinal Pedro 
Segura y Saenz accusing the gov- 
ernment of Generalissimo Francis- 
co Franco of having taken a 
“benevolent attitude toward Prot- 
estants.” 


Ecclesia pointed out that the 
Indiana publication had said that 
Spain was living four centuries 
behind the times in not granting 
complete religious freedom. 


Ecclesia replied that while 
Spain may be 10 or 15 years be- 
hind the United States industrially 
and agriculturally, ‘“‘not all the 
countries of the western world 
a century ago — not even the 
United States—possessed automo- 
biles, tractors and airplanes... . 
Spain today, though smaller geo- 
graphically and in population than 
the United States, manufactures 
autos, airplanes and tractors.” 
Concerning peace and religious 
harmony, Ecclesia added _ that 
“the Spain of the sixteenth cen- 
tury—the Spain that discovered 
America, giving her civilization— 
continues to be the teacher in 
matters of law, with her great 
masters.” 


CLIFTON $. BROWN DIES; 
STEPSON OF GEN. MARSHALL 


WASHINGTON, May 12 (AP)— 
Clifton S. Brown, lieutenant colo- 
nel in the United States Army re- 


serve and stepson of Gen. George 
C. Marshall, died yesterday in 
Walter Reed Hospital. 

Brown, 38 years old, underwent 
a lung operation in February and 
had been in the hospital since. 

He was the son of Mrs. Kather- 
ine Marshall of Leesburg, Va., and 
the late Clifton Stevenson Brown 
of Baltimore. 

Services will be held at the Fort 
Myer (Va.) chapel tomorrow after- 
noon with burial in Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery.

Why Harriman Wants to Be President

Kee Barclay, Wilson 
correspondent for the Baltimore 
Sun, he had said he didn’t want 
to be President and detailed with 
keen understanding all that or- 
deal meant. But, with that Pres- 
byterian conscience and its com- 
pulsion to tell the whole truth, he 
returned to the subject just an 
hour later, as the episode is de- 
scribed by Ray Stannard Baker in 
his definitive biography, to say to 
Mr. Barclay: 


“In spite of what I said to you, 
I do want to be President and I 
will tell you why; I want this 
country to have a President who 
will do certain things. There are 
men who could do these things 
better than I can. Of that I am 
sure, but the question is, would 
they do them? I cannot have any 
positive assurance that the man 
who becomes President will do, or 
even attempt to do, the things 
which I want to see done. But 
I am sure that I will at least try 
to do most of them.” 

Now back to the present and 
to another man who has a deep 
devotion to public service as did 
Woodrow Wilson, but is in many 
ways different as men are differ- 
ent whose origins and experience 
are as unlike as those of Woodrow 
Wilson of the day before yester- 
ya and Averell Harriman of to- 

ay. 


Persuasion, Not Oratory. 


Averell Harriman, who has had 
so intimate a contact with the 
White House in such trying times 
for several years and .knows the 
ordeal also, nevertheless wants 
very much to be President and 
likewise has a deep sense of mis- 
sion as did Woodrow Wilson of 
the other, long gone era. 


He knows, too, why he wants 
to be President and has a driving 
urge for the office which may be 
hard to associate with the man 
who moves about softly and se- 
dately. This urge is now turning 
aside, so far as he is concerned, 
all the reasons against his can- 
didacy orfe hears from practical 
political leaders that recently 
were discussed here. 


These relate to his background 
of large fortune and a retiring 
platform manner that lacks either 
the “give ’em hell” pyrotechnic 
quality, on one side, or the 
smooth, eloquent and seductive 
appeal, on the other, that we seem 
to expect now in a candidate for 
President. 

Privately, as his friends have 
learned, Averell Harriman is most 
persuasive in stating his case as 
it appears to him to fit the pres- 
ent requirements, both on foreign

and domestic issues. No man in 
public life can define more exacte 
ly the problem as he sees it today. 

On one hand, there is the threat 
from international Communism to 
us and the free world, in which 
he is so thoroughly grounded from 
his broad experience in that field. 


Carrying On New Deal. 


On the other, there is the need 
in this country for a continuation 
of basic New Deal-Fair Deal phil- 
osophy to protect the citizen in 
his right to help himself to attain 


‘a good life with adequate wages, 


decent living conditions, proper 
educational and medical facilities 
and freedom from discriminations. 

Nationally, there [fs the need 
to promote an expanding economy 
through development of our re- 
sources, natural and material, 
with such government assistance 
and regulation as is necessary 
for the public interest. 

He regards our domestic and 
foreign policy as of the same 
piece, as necessarily a unity; un- 
like, for. example, Gen. Eisen- 
hower who sees eye to eye broad- 
ly with Mr. Harriman on foreign 
policy but differs markedly on 
domestic policy. The General is 
emphatic for states’ rights and 
a narrow interpretation of the 
federal government’s obligations 
in the field of economic and social 
welfare. 


No Mere ‘Favorite Son.’ 


Averell Harriman is a con- 
firmed New Dealer, with no apol- 
ogies. To his convictions he has 
come the hard way, along the 
path from great wealth and its 
usually taken-for-granted privi- 
leges, through well-rounded busi- 
ness experience in which he 
learned about the insulated atti- 
tude of many in the industria 
and financial community,\ ti- 
mately, he came to the conclusion 
that changes, in both attitudes 
and methods, were essential to 
keep this a democraty fair to all 
its citizens. To make this princi- 
ple a reality, he brings the ardor 
of the convert. 

To himself, he is not New 
York’s “favorite son” merely to 
hold that delegation together for 
later trading purposes. He refuse 
to agree to such a status, thoygh 
it may come out that way in the 
end. He is an active candidate, 
and is working at it energetically 
and zealously, appearing to speak 
for himself at every opportunity, 
in groups both small and largé, 

Paul Fitzpatrick, New York 
state Democratic chairman, is at 
work enlisting political support 
outside the state. So are other 
friends in practical politics. 

Averell Harriman is a man who 
knows where he wants to go— 
and why. He does not expect mir- 
acles in a couple of days, but is 
working for what many regard 
would be a miracle come late 
July.

Hal Macoy Jr., a prominent 
tournament-playing amateur golfer 
of 15 years ago, had topped his 
recent comeback efforts today 
with his first title—the ancient 
and honorable Municipal cham- 
pionship. 

The 39-year-old Macoy, who as 
a youth could give the likes of 
Eddie Held a good battle but 
couldn’t finish on top, won the 
“Muny” Sunday .at Forest Park 
with a 36-hole score of 70-75— 
145, three over par. 

. It was in 1937 at Sunset that 
Macoy was beaten by Held—by 
only 4 and 3 over 36 holes in the 
semi-final round of a. district 


Held won his famous 40-hole final 
with Cotton Whitbread. 

Since that stage of his golf 
career Macoy has been in and oi 
of tournament play, rarely a lead- 
ing contender until the last year 
or so. And he just now won his 
first title. 

He beat a good field. His 75 on 
a windy Sunday gave him a two- 
stroke margin over another top 
public links golfer, Glenn Hagen. 
Hagen was the first-round leader 
with 69 but he faded to 78 for 
147, Others in the field included 
Public Links Stars E. D. Imboden 
(76-74—150), Milt Frank (73-78— 
151), and Bob Barton (75-81—156), 
who only last Sunday won the 
public links event with a 66 at 
Indian Meadows. 


Need a Little Luck. 


“My theory,” said Macoy after 
his victory, “always has been that 
to win tournaments you not only 
have to be good but you also have 
to be lucky.” He had a point and 
he told the story of his play at 
No. 12*in the park. 

“The first day I was three feet 
from the pin and IJ sank the putt 
for a fine 2. The second day my 
three-iron shot caught a trap; I 
pitched out and it went more 
squarely in the hole than the putt 
did on the first day. Same 2. 
See what I mean? I have to get 
out of the trap but that doesn’t 
mean it should give me another 2.” 
As all Sunday golfers discov- 
ered, Macoy found the wind to be 
very tricky. 

“The wind couldn’t make up its 
mind,” he remarked. “One min- 
ute it was a following wind, the 
next minute it was in your face 
and you had to change clubs even 
before you hit.”

Five Tee Shots in Water. 


Yenny, 28-year-old employe of 
a refinery in Hartford, I1l., con- 
firmed his deed. He put five tee 
shots in the water on that hole 
where you can’t hit short and you 
can’t hit long because of woods 
behind the green. 

“The wind was behind me,”. he 
Said. “The day before I used an 
eight iron so I thought I better 
drop down a club.” 

He then hit five nine-iron shots 
into the water before he finally 
made a minor concession to the 
overwhelming facts of the case 
and tried another club. 

“That eight iron felt good,” he 
said long afterward. “I just 
thought I wasn’t hitting it hard 
enough.” 

But the nine iron put him over 
the water and on the green and 
putts consumed the rest of his 
strokes. His 15 there gave him 
48 for the second nine.

Mental Illness 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


HE “osis” terms of medical lingo can be very confusing. 
For instance, what is the difference between neurosis and 
psychosis? 

A psychosis is a fairly definite term meaning a severe

‘mental illness. People with psychoses have such severe mental 


illness that they are either out of touch with reality or cannot 
properly conduct their business or their personal lives. 

People with psychoses are insane. Insanity is a legal, 
not a medical. term. Most doctors have stopped using the 
word insanity with their patients because of the many false 
ideas connected with it over the centuries.

A SEVERE MENTAL ILLNESS may be temporary, espe- 
cially with. skilled treatment early in the illness. Many 
psychotic people could be cured and returned to their homes 
and families if proper facilities were available. This is one’ 
of the amazing new developments in psychiatry—first aid 
for mental illness. 

Too often still, such people are banished to institutions 
for custodial care with little or no treatment. There simply 
are not enough psychiatric first-aid facilities available. 

On the other hand, people with neuroses are legally sane. 
The term neurosis is bandied about too much. Some doctors 
have used it as a wastebasket term for diseases they didn’t 
know the cause of. As a result, some people have become 
highly suspicious of the neurosis diagnosis. It can be made on 
positive grounds and physicians are doing this more often 
now. Because doctors know more about neuroses, their causes 
and the many symptoms accompanying them, they use the 
term more carefully now.

A PERSON with a neurosis has a m:.or mind-body dis- 
order with the personality basically unchanged. In a sense, 
neuroses are exaggerations of normal responses. Because the 
feelings of chronic fear and anger are deep-seated, they often 
produce physical symptoms. 

Neurosis is a much less definite term than is psychosis. 
It includes a great many conditions involving the mind and 
body. For instance, people who are so fearful of heights 
that they will not look over a tall building’s roof edge have 
a neurosis. They certainly aren’t crazy or likely to become so. 

People terrified by small rooms have a neurosis—the 
well-known claustrophobia. Some people with migraine are 
neurotic. Those having high blood pressure and whose kid- 
neys, glands, and arteries are not diseased may have a neu- 
rosis. 

Many obese people are neurotic. They have a compulsion 
to eat. It’s a substitute for satisfaction denied them in one 
of the other departments of their lives. 

A neurosis is a person’s reaction to certain situations 
causing conflicts, hostilities, frustration, fear, anger, and other 
Other disease is 
the body’s reaction to germs or viruses. — 

There is no reason to think that a reaction to situations— 
a neurosis—is any less a disease than a reaction to germs or 
viruses. And, although their treatments are different, some 
neuroses can be cured or relieved just as can many other 


diseases.

WHAT THESE children need is

school. 

In a good boarding school, the 
children have day-by-day super- 
vision and leadership. Their days 
are regulated by a routine that 
never is broken save by holidays 
and the few special occasions per- 
mitted by the school, which, by 
their scheduled appearance, be- 
come routine, too. This routine 
of care, instruction and super- 
vision comes as close to a home 
atmosphere as it is possible to 
create apart from a home. School 
becomes home base. Parents may 
visit at times, when they can be 
expected and provided for, but 
they cannot take the children 
away and so break the forces 
created by daily routine of habit 
and custom.

Must for Pork . 


By Edith M. Barber 


[iz modern food practice, noth- - 


ing has changed more than our 

attitude toward the use of pork. 
At one time, it was considered in- 
digestible and the quality of this 
meat on the market was some- 
times justly under suspicion. To- 
day, we consider pork when well 
cooked a real delicacy. 

While no meat is inexpensive 
today, we often find some of the 
best bargains in pork and pork 
products. For several reasons, it 
is important to know how to cook 
it properly. Invariably, it must 
have a long, slow cooking. This 
will result in delicate, tender, 
juicy meat. We will have less 
shrinkage than when we cook it 


' quickly. At the same time, the 


long cooking insures the safety of 
its use. With modern methods of 
breeding the animals, the meat is 
generally safe to use. Its treat- 
ment in the home kitchen by 
thorough cooking is complete in- 
surance. 

A pork roast can hardly be over- 
cooked, if the low temperature 
method is used. And nothing is 
more delicious than _ results 
achieved by long hours in the 
oven. That is one of the reasons 
why a pork roast should be fea- 
tured only when plenty of time is 
available for its cooking. Pork 
chops braised, after browning on 
top of the stove, or oven-cooked 
will, of course, demand much 
shorter time than a roast for 
which it takes a long time for 
heat to penetrate. 

Remember, that a rolled roast 
needs much longer cooking than 
does meat that contains bone. Re- 
cently, a rolled roast was allowed 
to remain in the oven on a Sun- 
day for about five hours. At din- 
ner, the comment was made that 
the meat was as delicious, as ten- 
der, as flavorable as a breast of 
pheasant. What higher praise 
could there be? 

Roast Pork. 

A four-pound boned shoulder 
roast will demand about three and 
one-half hours in a slow oven at 
325 degrees F. If a meat ther- 
mometer is used, it should regis- 
ter 185 degrees F. There should 
be no tinge of pink to the meat 
when it is done. The roast should 
be rubbed with salt and pepper 
and a clove of garlic may be in- 
serted in the meat. Roast uncov- 
ered. If desired, the meat may be 
glazed with tart jelNy during the 
last hour of cooking. 

Braised Pork Chops. 

Rub skillet with a little fat from 
a chop. Heat and brown chops 
slowly on both sides. Add just 
enough water to cover bottom of 
pan. Cover and cook very slowly. 
Allow 40 minutes for chops one- 
inch thick, and 20 minutes for 
chops one-half inch thick.

Color From the Floor

HAT color for walls? The 

best answer may be the col- 

or of the carpet or rug..Color 
scheming is so often made more 
difficult than it should be by 
anxious searching for a new color, 
when the best choice is a color 
that’s already in the room. 

Some rooms need new color, 
but far more of them need clear 
repetition of existing shades to 
make a success of the scheme.

Tenth Birthday Anniversary for Wacs 


to attention as the Wac cap- 

tain walked into the day room, 
and in doing so promptly spilled 
chocolate milk on her Hattie 
Carnegie-designed uniform. The 
captain smiled, whipped out her 
handkerchief, handed. it to the 
flustered private and walked on 
into the next room. There, on a 
neatly-made bed, was a huge black 
toy panda, and in a straight row 
on the floor were dainty sandals 
side by side with thick-soled 
marching boots. 


Tacked to the bulletin board 
was an official communique or- 
dering general housecleaning, but 
at the close of the military mes- 
sage was an informal postscript: 
“You guessed it, girls, it’s 
SPRING.” 

This is America’s first feminine 
army on the eve of its tenth 
birthday, a milestone to be 
marked in St. Louis by an open 
house Wednesday at the Finance 
Center, U. S. Army, 4300 Good- 
fellow boulevard, where a detach- 
ment of Wacs is assigned to duty. 
The all-day open house and tour 
also will observe Armed Forces 
Week. ; 

‘The Women’s Army Auxiliary 
Corps, established in May 1942,. 
was renamed Women’s Army 
Corps a year later and officers 
and enlisted women transferred 
to the Regular Army. At the peak 
of World War II, more than 100,- 
000 Wacs were serving all over 
the world but with the release of 
the majority at war’s end, and 
the transfer of another large seg- 
ment to the Air Forces as Wafs, 
the present corps strength stands 
at about 13,000. An increase to 
32,000 is planned by July. 


Quartered across the road from 
the Finance Center, in buildings 
used for manufacture of ammuni- 
tion during World War II, is the 
WAG detachment commanded by 
Capt. Violet Burckhartt, an over- 
seas wartime veteran. Nearly 300 
enlisted women live in the area, 
while Capt. Burckhartt and the 
four other commissioned officers 
live off the post. 

An accountant in civil life with 
a long record of WAC service, 
Capt. Burckhartt has seen rapid 
changes in the corps since V-J 
day. The first Wacs who entered 
the service 10 years ago were 
older, most of them 28 and above. 
In this detachment the average 
age is 19. Girls may wear civilian 
clothes in off-duty hours and un- 
less they “pull” special duty, are 
free to leave the post after the 
day’s work. 

Lessening the severity of the 
quarters are occasional pin-ups, 
officially frowned on_ during 
World War II. 

“If it makes it seem more like 
home to them, I think it’s all 
right,” smiled Capt. Burchartt. 


A slender woman with a ready 
laugh, the commanding officer 
has become a mother confessor to 
the young enlistees. As her first 
sergeant, M. Sgt. Elinor Jones, 
puts it, she is somewhat like a 
housemother in a dormitory, keep- 
ing an eye on her charges and 
listening to their problems. 

“Jonesy and I often leave the 
light on here until late at night, 
just in case anyone wants to 
come in and blow off steam,” 
said the captain. “A great deal 
of our time is taken up with 
counseling.” 

Discipline is in keeping with 
Army regulations but is admin- 
istered with a sympathetic heart 
and a velvet glove. Just that day 
one of the girls had gone A.W.O.L., 
but had telephoned back to the 
post and the captain talked her 
into returning. 

“TI don’t know what her prob- 
leb is, but we’ll talk with her and 
I’m sure she will be all right,” 
she, said. 

Despite their youth, few of the 
girls have any difficult problem 
in adjusting to Army life. Their 
schedule is stringent—up at 6:1 
to clean the area around their 
bunks, eat a hearty breakfast and 
go on a work detail before ‘“‘put- 
ting on a little make-up” and 
reporting at the office at 8. 
They’re back for lunch from 11:30 
to 12:30, and at 4:30 are free 
until midmight bed check.

HEY are required to read the

ents’ allotment checks, adminis- 
tering insurance allotments and 
United States Defense Bonds, is- 
suing voluntary allotment checks 
for payment of service men’s sal- 
ary to dependents, and acounting 
for pay and allowances of army 
personnel, 

At the Finance Center, more 
than 1,400,000 checks with a total 
value of nearly $150,000,000 are 
issued and released each month 
to payees throughout the world. 
Wacs may be assigned to duty as 
clerk-typists, secretaries, adjudi- 
cators and operators of automatic 
machines used in issuing and dis- 
bursing payments. They may be 
in personnel, special services or 
on troop information or public 
information duty. 


Some problems that come 
across their desk are at once 
hilarious and heart-breaking. One 
young woman wrote: 

“Please send my elopement 
check as I have a 4-month-old 
baby and he is my sole support 
and I need all I can get every 
day to buy food and inclose.”

Only commissioned WAC colo- 
nel now on active duty is Mary 
A. Hallaren, third to command 
the feminine soldiers. She suc- 
ceeded Westray Battle Boyce, who 
had taken command from Oveta 
Culp Hobby, first colonel and di- 
rector of the corps. 

During the initial enlistment 
drive in 1942, applicants between 
the ages of 21 and 50 were con- 
sidered for duty, but now the age 
limits are 18 to 35, with parental 
consent required for those young- 
er than 21. 

“Many of them are only young- 
sters when they come into the 
corps,” said Capt. Burkhartt. 
“Sometimes, after their hard 
basic training they come to the 
field with a*chip on their shoul- 
der, but we work with them and 
they soon are all right.

This was very nice for declarer. 
He won with his blank ace, cashed 
the spade ace, then crossed to the 
board with a heart and ditched 
his club ten on the diamond king. 
South was quite willing to give 
up two tricks in trumps since he 
could well hope to run the heart 
suit without loss. He didn’t know, 
of course, that hearts were going 
to break badly, and if he had 
known, there was very little he 
could have done about it. 


South was also unaware that 
East, instead of being an enemy, 
was his dearest friend in this 
hand! That fact soon emerged, 
however, because when a trump 
was led from dummy, East hopped 
right up with his king! West’s 
queen fell with a dull thud, and 
now, having saved a trump loser, 
South wasn’t bothered by the 
break of hearts. He ruffed East’s 
diamond return, drew the ten of 
trumps, and could afford to 
chuckle when East showed out on 
the following heart lead. South 
simply gave West the heart jack 
and claimed the balance. 


Perhaps it was iriaccurate to 
say originally that South stole two 
tricks. It was really East who did 
the job for South.
